The new* pact calls for a wage 
increase of $10 a week. The union 
originally had demanded 
a

boost of $15. Provisions of the new 
contract have been approved by 
the

A F L International Typographical 
Union. 
John J. Pilch, president of Local 
16, A F L - IT U , said the local’s offi­ 
cers and scale committee w ill rec- j 
ommend acceptance of the new 
contract to the rank and file at 
Sunday’s vote. 
A spokesman for the publishers 
said the contract proposal agreed

March and which union officers 
had termed a 
“ yellow dog con­ 
tract.” 
The 
strike 
against the dailies 
was believed one of the longest 
against a group 
of 
metropolitan 
city newspapers. But the struck 
newspapers — the

Sun-Times, 
D aily 
News, 
Ferald-Am erican and Jo u rn al of 
Commerce— have 
not 
missed 
a 
day’s publication since the strike 
started Nov. 24, 1947. 
The 
strike 
of the composing 
room workers brought a new look 
to Chicago’s dailies. A new tech­ 
nique of newspaper printing was 
started. The printed pages w ere 
prepared by typing stories with 
typewriters, pasting them in place 
en large dum m y sheets, 
fitting 
cut-out headlines over them, and 
photographing the finished page 
for reproduction by electroplating. 
The photoengraving operations 
were improved greatly during the 
lengthy strike but were 
slower 
than printing. 
The difficuties of 
operating w ith idle lin o ty p e bat- 
i-cries resulted in lr*? y 
* r*** 
m d fewer editions in the early 
weeks of the strike. 
The printers have lost an es­ 


timated $13,000,000 in wages dur­ 
ing the strike. However, this loss 
has been offset in part by strike 
benefits they have received from 
the nation’s working membership 
of the IT U — SGO a week for m ar­ 
ried men and $40 for single men. 
M any strikers have not received 
benefits as they 
obtained 
.jobs 
elsewhere. 
Wages for the printers, before 
the strike, were $85.50 for a 361 j 
hour week for day shift; $91 for a 
361 1 hour week for night shirt, 
and S91 for a 30-hour week for 
the early morning shift.

Denver, Colo.— Alcohol, 
drunk 
every 
day 
in 
large 
quantities, 
causes permanent damage to 
the 
brain. This is revealed in mental 
tests and also in the brain waves, 
of electric impulses from the brain 
itself. 
The tests which were conduct­ 
ed on 51 alcoholics v/ithout men­ 
tal disease, were reported to the 
American Psychological 
Associa­ 
tion by Dr. Lu cille B. Kessler, of 
Traverse City, Mich., State Hospi­ 
tal. 
Alcohol is a potent poison, Dr. 
Kessler told the meeting. When in 
contact w ith the nervous system 
it can produce sludging of the red 
blood cells. This is a condition in 
v bch the blood 
does 
not 
flow 
smoothly, but forms 
clumps 
of 
cell masses which 
move 
slower 
than normal, 
occasionally 
block

The W ashington 
M erry-Go-Round 


BY DREW PEARSON 
Washington. — For the first time since 
Franklin Roosevelt appointed the majority 
on the suprem e court, you can w rite it 
down that the “ nine old 
m en” 
will 
now 
rule 
against FD R’s general po­ 
litical philosophy. 
This turn to the right 
will be apparent shortly 
after court convenes in 
October, and would have 
taken place even had not 
Justice 
Wiley 
Rutledge 
I passed away last week. 
I It will be emphasized all 
the more, however, with 
his death. 
There wall now' be three different and 
distinct groups on the supreme court, with 
generally divergent points of view on most 
subjects. 
Group No. I—The militant liberals have 
now been reduced to only two m en—J u s ­ 
tices Hugo Black and William O. Douglas. 
Up until Frank M urphy’s death, they con­ 
trolled the court: because they could usual­ 
ly persuade Stanley Reed or one other ju s­ 
tice to go along with them. Now a definite 
minority, 
Black and Douglas, will still 
have a powerful impact on the nation, and 
w’ill probably become like 
Holmes 
and 
Branders in their ringing, historic dissents. 
But their influence over the court, majority 
will be no more. 
Group No. 2—The conservatives are re p ­ 
resented by Felix Frankfurter 
and 
Bob 
Jackson. Jackson, more astute than F ra n k ­ 
furter and a m ore skilled politician, is the 
dom inant of the two. Both men w ere a p ­ 
pointed by Roosevelt as liberals; both have 
drifted well over to the right, and both are 
in opposition to most of FDR’s social and 
economic views. 
MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROADERS 
Group No. 3—The m iddle-of-the-road­ 
ers are led by Chief Justice Fred Vinson, 
who for the first time, since the death of 
M urphy and Rutledge, will now control 
the m ajority of the court. 
W ith the chief justice will line up pop­ 
ular Stanley Reed, also from Kentucky. A 
trifle lazy, easy to sway, and worried about 
increased governm ent controls

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Relics Of Stone 


Age Discovered 


Buried Dwellings Are 
Found In Alaska 


New York (S S )— Discovery of 
two 
buried 
dwelling 
places 
of 
mysterious stone age men who 
lived in Arctic Alaska long before 
the 
earliest 
Eskimos, 
probably 
10,000 years ago, has opened a 
new frontier of American pre­ 
history. 
W o r k i n g independently, Dr. 
Louis Giddings of the University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
found 
an 
old 
campsite 
on 
Seward 
Peninsula 
and Dr. Helge Larsen of Copen­ 
hagen's Danish Museum found a 
cave 35 miles from Deering, both 
of which had 
flint 
implements 
mingled 
w i t h 
caribou 
bones, 
showing a new kind of neolithic 
culture similar to that of stone 
age men of Asia and Europe. 
Their papers are the most sen­ 
sational of the Twenty-ninth In ­ 
ternational 
Congress of Am eri­ 
canists here. 
Since the discoveries were made 
only a few weeks ago, the finds 
are not yet positively dated, but 
they are certainly long before the 
Christian era and they are proof 
that stone age men, following the 
receding glaciers of the Ice age, 
lived in what is now Alaska. 
The buried evidences of Alas­ 
ka’s stone age men were found in 
layers of the earth below those of 
the earliest known Ipiutak Eski­ 
mos who hunted 
/hales and used 
some iron tools bartered from S i­ 
beria. 
Below the Eskimo culture 
layer there was found a layer of 
undisturbed clay that accumulat­ 
ed when human beings were not 
there. 
Below were the signs of 
the stone age people, who used a 
special kind of small flint scraper 
implements, called microliths, that 
were made by 
knocking a long 
flake off a core of the stone. 
No 
human 
skeletons 
w e r e 
found, and 
anthropologists 
and 
archaeologists will be searching 
Alaska 
next 
spring 
when 
the 
country opens up 
for 
possible 
burials of this ancient people, as 
well as additional sites. 
The best judgement now is that I 
the stone age Alaskans are not j 
the ancestors of the modern In- i 
dians or the Folsom men who are i 
known so far only by their spe- ■ 
cial weapon points found in ar- I 
chaeological excavations in west- I 
em United States. But they are i 
considered to be of upper paleo­ 
lithic 
and perhaps even middle 
paleolithic age which makes them 
the most 
ancient Americans so 
far found.
